I do not favor In­ 
creasing local bonded Indebtedness, 
except in cases where It can be 
clearly shown th at It la either v i­ 
tally im portant and necessary or 
good business to do so. 
In passing, may I call attention to 
the fact that during th* last four 
years, while the federal government 
has trimmed two 
billion 
dollars 
from its expenditures, local govern­ 
ments have added four billion dol­ 
lars. For every dollar th at the n a­ 
tional government has taken from 
; the tax burden, state, county and 
I municipal governments have added 
two dollars. 
It is but fair to say 
that, locally we have resisted the 
tem ptation to buy, build and create 
things that we cannot afford. In the 
long run we shall find th at this is 
a wise policy.

Legal Norte# 


In a manufacturing business the greater 
the output the lower the cost per unit. 
Therefore all progressive manufacturing 
concerns try to increase volume of out- 
put. 


The railroads of this country are in the 
manufacturing business. They make and 
sell transportation. 


Obviously it is to their interest to sell 
their product at as low a price as possible, 
in order to increase volume of business 
handled. 


To sell at a lower price they must get 
their costs down to as low a figure as 
possible consistent with good service. 


They cannot lower prices for materi­ 
als and supplies, or wages, the latter be­ 
ing fixed by agreements with the men and 
by the Labor Board established by law.

ties, both civil and official, who 
contributed to the country’s wel­ 
fare In the time of her greatest 
need, and a constructive program 
during the subsequent

peaceful pursuits. We responded to 
the call of the governm ent 
when 
the force of arm s was necessary to 
end the world’s greatest conflict. 
While we deplore w ar and earn­ 
estly hope further conflicts may he

This makes 
our position clear. 
At no time has your committee, 
the American Legion, the organiza­

schools. They have not been held 
responsible for the

here by teachers, who admitted that 
their attention was directed to the

t i v i t y upon return to 
California.

Your committee Is willing to 
ac­

was right and furtherm ore to be­ 
lieve, as It always has, that our j 
young peopls who had been Induc­ 
ed to enter this 
affiliation 
were

to attest to the sterling character 
of our boys and girls Involved than 
your committee. 
The board of education Is the of­

Few m ajor crimea ara committed 
In Ignorance of the law 
and

penalties. In this country of 
en­ 
lightenm ent especially, 
the 
laws 
against these crimea are known to 
all persons of Intelligence above 
th at of a child. Yet 
few. 
whether 
criminally inclined or not. com pre­ 
hend the 
severity 
of 
im prison­ 
ment in a penitentiary. This com - 
prehension can come in full m eas­ 
ure only to those doomed to con­ 
finement w ithin prison walls, to a s­ 
sociation with ths hardsned. 
ths 
desperate and the hopeless, to the 
hard labor and the hard discipline 
necessary to the order of such an 
institution. To these 
the 
outside 
world, with all its faults, seems 
like a paradise. 
Crime is a hard thing 
to 
cure, 
but curing Is vastly more to be de­ 
sired than mere punishm ent. It was 
this thought that prom pted Detec­ 
tive Stanley Beatty of K ansas City, 
to ask Judge H. S. Roberts of that 
city to perm it him 
to 
take 
two 
young men, first offenders, through 
the state penitentiary at Lancing. 
The offenders had been given short 
jail sentences and fined. T hat was 
nothing to w hat they might get at 
tha hand# of the law if they went 
on down the road of crime. 
W hy 
not, then, let them have a look at 
the end of that road? If they still 
persisted, then they could not plead 
ignorance of the exact punishm ent 
th at awaited them lf apprehended 
and convicted for m ajor violations 
of the law.
